ledge one cometh to his loue- that. is Charity the Sdueraigne ok all vertues 
They knowledge God a loue him that kepe his comaundements, & they mil⸗ 
know him that do not ſo, to whom in the great neceſſit ie of theit diſceaſſing: 
x at the day ol iudgement ſhal miſxnow them a rap to them. J know pe not 
noꝛ wote not what pe be, go pe curſed out of my copanp.Knowlecdge we then 
Sod and love him, and if we will do thus, know we firft our ſeife, and by the 
knowledge ol our ſelle, we (hal come to the knowledge #lour of God, and the 
moꝛe that we knowe our ſelle, the better we ſhail knowe God, if we be igno⸗ 
rant of our ſelł, we ſhal haue no knowledge ol God. To this purpoſe we muſt 
note one thing and know. vii The thing that we muſt note ts this. Who that 
knowerth himleiſe knoweth God, and ſhal not be dampned, whoy knoweth 
him not knoweth not God and ſhall not be ſaued ·vnder ſtande of them that 
hath wit and diſcretion with lawfull age, of the whych knowledge non is ex 
cuſed after he hath ſinned deadly foꝛ to ſay that he was ignoꝛant. By this 
appereth the ignoꝛance of him ſelfe and ol God right perillous. Deadly ſpnne 
is begininge ot all euill, and contra rily knowledge of Sod and of him ſelfe is 
ſcaueraigne ſcience and vertue. beginning of all goodnes. The ſeuen thinges 
that we ought 2 haue ben the. xii.artieles of the faith, that we ought to be⸗ 
leue ſtedfaſtiy. Allo the petitions tontepued in the Pater noſter, by the which 
we demaunde all things neceſſarp foꝛ eur health. t that we ought to _ in 
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him, alſo the commaundements of the lawe and ok the holy Churche, whiche 
enligneth vs what we ſhould do, and what we ſhould not do, and all things 
belonging to the ſame. alſo it we be in the grace of our Lozde 02 not. And 
how? be it that we may not know it certainelpy, neuertheleſſe we may haue 
ſome contectures, whiche be god to knowe, and knoweledege of God. Allo 
knoweledege ol him ſelf, by the which thinges we map come to the true loue 
and charitie of God, to accomplyſhe his commaundementes and meryte in 


the realme of heauen, wherin we ſhall lyue perdurably. Ok the thꝛee kyꝛſt is 


ynoughe layde, that is to knowe the. xii. artycles ofthe fayth , in the whiche 
lycth our fapth and bel eke, and the thinges that we ought to demunde of 
God, be conteyned in the Hater noſter, wherin our hope lyeth. Allo the tenne 
commaundementes of the lawe, and of holye Churche, where as Charitie is 
ſhewed in luche as kepe them. by pꝛobacion of the loue of GOD, and do hys 
commaundementes and good wozkes. Nowe will we ſpeake ok the other. ij. 
Jad kirſte of the vocacion in the whiche we be. whiche is the fourthe thynge 
that eche man ought to knowe. Eche man ought to knowe his vocation, and 
the things belonginge to the ſame be tuſte and honeſt fo2 his health and reſt 
of his conſcyence. I good Shepeherde ought to knowe the arte of ſhepe kep⸗ 
ynge, and to gouerne ſhepe, and leade them into paſtures, and to heale them 
when they be ſyke, and ſhere them in ſeaſon, to the entent that thꝛough his 
defaulte no dammage come to his maiſter. In like wiſe he that laboureth the 
toꝛne to knowe what grounde were god fo2 euery maner of grayne, and 
ought to tyll the earth, and when time is to ſowe, weede,repe , and thꝛeſhe, ſo 
that his maàiſter map haue no dammage by him Semblably a Surgion 
ought toknowe howe to comfozte and yeale ſuch folkes, that. he Hath charge 
ok, without hpding ok his arte oꝛ Surgery . Conſequently a marchaunte 
ought to knowe th? vtteraunce of his merchandiſe to other with no moꝛe 
fraude then he would hym ſelfe ſhoulde haue. Allo an Iduotate ox Pꝛoc- 
tour ought to bnowe the rightes and cuſtomes ok places, that bp their faulte 
Juſtice be not peruerted . I Judge alſo dughte to knowe (bothe the par⸗ 
ties heard / who hat! right and who hath wꝛong, and iudge egally after true 
Juſtice . Alſo a P212lte oꝛ a religious man oughte to knowe thep2 oꝛders 
aud kœpe them, and aboue all things ought to know the la we of God and 
teache them vnto the ignoꝛant. Ind thus of all other vocations. Foꝛ all them 
that knowe not their vocation be not woꝛthy to be, and live in peryll of theit 
ſoules lo: theyꝛ ignoꝛaunce. The fylth that all men ought to knowe is if 
he haue diſcretion and vnder ſtanding; to knowe ifhe be in the grace of God 
oꝛ not. And howe be it right difficile, 02 God onelp *knoweth it,neuerthe- 
1: ſe we map haue contecures that ſheweth it, and ſufficient foꝛ Sheperdes 
and lay people to knew, it they be in the loue of the Loꝛd, and tf they haue con- 
tecure to be in it,. ther ſoꝛe there ought none to reput thẽſelues iuſt, but ought 
ta humble them ſelues, and aſke him mercp, that maketh ſinners become iuſt 
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and none other.Yzinetpally we ought to know this ſcience when we wil re- 
ceaue the body of Jeſu Chꝛiſt. 5fo2 who that reteiueth his grace and gods 
nes teceaueth his ſaluatton, and who that retretueth him otherwile, recea- 
ueth cuerlaſting damnation, of the which thing euery man is iudge in hym 
ſelfe ofhis owne conſctence,and none other. The contedures whereby we 
may knowe ik that we be in the grace ol God oꝛ not. The fp2tte contecture 
is when we do trauaill fo2 toclenfe our conſciente of our foules bp penance 
as much as if we labouredto get ſome great god. that we be not culpable of 
any deadly ſinnne done oꝛ in wii ta do. noꝛ in any ſentente, then it is god con⸗ 
teuuring to be in the grace of God . The ſetonde conieaure that fheweth in 
lpkewple to be in the grace ol God is when we be moꝛe pꝛompt and ready to 
god, obſeruing and keeping the commaundementes of Cod, and dw al god 
wozkes that we ſhoulde haue accuſtomed . The thtrde contecure is when 
we heare gladly the wade of Sod,as fermons and gwd counſaplers fo2 our 
ſaluation. The ſourth.when we be fozp and contrite at our hart to haue com⸗ 
myſed and done any inne. The fiſth is when with god purroſe and wyl of 
our ſelues we perſcuer to keepe vs from ſinne in time to come. Theſe coniec⸗ 
tures be they wherby ſhephards and lap people know if they be in his grace 
oꝛ not, as much as in them is poſſible tokno%ve . The. vi. thinge that euery 
man ought to know is God,foz all men ought to knowe God , ſoꝛ to uccom⸗ 
pliſhe his will and commaundement by the which he would be lotied with al 
thy harte, with all thy loule, and with all the foꝛce that we haue, whiche we 
map not do, if we know him not then who that woulde loue God, ought to 
knowe him, and the moze that thep know him the moꝛe they loue him wher 
fore hereafter (hal be ſaide howe Shephardes and ſimple pcople doth knowe 
him. es and ſimple people foꝛ to haue knowledge of God of thetr 
poſſibilitic conſidering the thinges. The firſte is, that they conſider the 
right great ryches ol Cod. his puiſlaunte. his ſoueraigne dignitte, his loue⸗ 
raigne nobleneſſe, his foucraigne iope and bliſſc. The ſeconde is ſoꝛ they ton- 
ſidet the right noble,rpght great andmaruclous. opctattons and wezbes of 
our Loꝛd God. And thechirde conſideration is. foꝛ they conſeder the tnnumc⸗ 
pable benefites that they haue receiued of God; # that continually cuety day 
thep recepue of him, and by theſe conſiderations they come to the cognifance 
and knowledge.Fyzlt to know God, ſhepherdes and lap ptople conſidereth 
his great riches , plentcous abundance of the godnrs that he hath, foꝛ all 
the treaſures and riches of heauen and of the earth be hts.to2 all godneſſe 
he hath made.of the which he ts fountapne,creatour,and mayſter. and diftrt- 
huteth them largely buto cucry creature, and he hath no tierdeofaupother. 
Wherefoze it behoucth to ſap that it is right riche.Sttondelp he is right pu⸗ 
iſlaunt, foꝛ by his great puillaunce he hath made heauen, carth,and the tea. 
with all thinges contepning vnto them, and might vndo then. it that it were 
his will, vnto the which puiſſaunce all ether be tube, and trembleth before 
hem 
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him foꝛ his great exceltenty'. Ind who that woulde confider euery wozke of 
God ſhould finde enough to matuail on. By the fitſte of theſe conſiderations 
God is knowen to be right rith, by giftes, that he geueth to his frendes, and 
by the ſecond he is knowen right putſſaunt foꝛ to venge him on his enimies. 
Chrrdly he is ſoucraignely wozthy,foz all the thinges of heauen and of earth 
oweth him honour and reuerence, as to their Creatour: and him thar made 
them,as we ſer childꝛen honour fathcr and mother of whom they be difcended 
by a generation, and all thinges be diſcended of God by a creation to whom 
ought to be giuen great reuetence, and he is ſp woꝛthie. Fourthlphe is loue⸗ 
raigncly noble, foꝛ who that is ſoueraignely rich.puiſſaunt, and worthy , him 
dchoucth to be ſoueraignelp noble, but none other but God hath riches, pu⸗ 
iſſaunce, and dignitie, as he hath, wherefoze ofſuch nobles ought to be ſayde 
that he is right noble. Fifthlp he hath 2 tope , foz he that is tiche, 
puiſſaunte,wozthie and right noble, is not without ſoueraigne iope, and this 
iope is full of all godnes, and ought to be our felicitie, to the which we hope 
to tome. That is to know and ſee God in his ſoueraigne iop and gladnes foꝛ 
to haue with htm eternall top that euer ſhall dure. Ind this is the firſt conſi- 
dctation of God that Sepherdes and other ſimple people ought to haue. Se- 
tondly foꝛ to know God conſidering his greatnoblenes # maruclous woꝛks 
the bountie and the beautie of the things that he hath made, fo2 it is come 
monly ſatd One map know the wozkman by his wozke. Knowledg we then 
the wozke of God, #knowledge we that his beautte and bountit ſhineth in 
the operations that he hath made, which ifthey be fayze and o od. woꝛkmã 
that hath made them muſt needes be faite and good without compariſo moꝛe 
then any thing that he hath made. Be it conlidered of the heauens and the 
thinges therein ſet, what noble and maruailous wozke how map one conſt- 

der their excellencie and bounty. Be it conſidered allo as we may of the earth 

the right noble and marueplous wozkes ofGod,the golde, the ſſluer, and all 

mancrofmettalles, and pzecious ſtones in it, the fruites that it beareth,the 

ttees, the beaſtes that it ſuſtepueth, and ot the beuntie that it neꝛiſheth. Be it 

in lik? wile conſidered of the Sea, the riuers, and the fiſh nouriſhed in them. 

The wether the clements, the apze.the windes , and the Birdes that flpcth 

in them, and all the bſage and ſeruice of man . And conſider the woꝛtze man 

that of his puiſſaunce hath all made, and by his lapiente hath righte well oꝛ⸗ 

dcred his woꝛkes, and gouerneth them by his great bountte,and by this ma⸗ 

ner we map knowe God , as Shepherdes and ſimple folkes in conſidering 

his woꝛkes. Thirdly foꝛ to knowe God, conſider the great benefftes that we 

tetepue daylie of hpm , which may not be numbꝛed foꝛ their greate multi⸗ 

tude, noꝛ ſpoken of foꝛ their noblenes and dignitie. Fl be it in their hartes be 

vi. pꝛincipally noted, foꝛ the whiche an other Shepherde geuing pꝛavles 

to od, ſapde in this maner . Loꝛde God J knowe that thou haſt endued me 

witiy thy infinite benefites by thy =—_ bountte.Firſt the benciite of my cre- 
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ation, by the which ther made me a reaſenabfe mon vnto ty Image and ſi⸗ 
militude,geuing me bodtt and louie. and rayment in to ciotbe me. Lode, 
thou halt geuen meayp wittes ofnature, , vnderſtanding loꝛ to gouerne my 
lyfe,my eee ſtrengt and mplc ineo ta get my lyuinge 
honeltlp , J pelde tothe grgces and great thankes:. Secondly Loꝛde 
bnowe the gwdnes ol my tedemption how by thp imilericoꝛdious pitie, thou 
bought me dearely by the alen on of thy molt pꝛecious bloude, papnes, and 
toznents,that fo me thou halt ſulfexed,. and finally endured death.thou haſt 
geuen me thy bodp,thyſoule,- and thy lile, faztokene me from damnation. 
whercloze humbly A pelde to thæ gratces and great thankes . Thirdelpe 
Tode Aknowe the godnes al np vocation how of thy great gute thou halt 
called me againe, foꝛ to inherite thy £texnall, bene dition, and atſo thou haſte 
n vnto mo kayth and knowledge ol thine ownefelfe,as baptiume, and at 
Neother e entendement may compꝛile their nobleneſſe. 
and dignitie, and that ſq many times hath pardoned me my ſinnes . Loꝛde 
Iknowe that this is ta me a linguler gyſt that thou haſt not geuen to them 
Which haue no knowledge of the,wherot JJ am moze heholdiog aud humbly 
bound. I ptelde the graces and thankes, FourthlpLozde J knowl:dge that 
thou halt geuen me this woꝛld g the things that be there in made ſoꝛz my ſer: 
uice and ve, the office, the benekite, ũ the dignitie in the which J am, loꝛ ſpꝛ 
Jbeare pour ſimilitude and Image Which is reputed right woꝛthp a nobis 
wherol humbly J vcelde to thæ graces and thantzes. Fikthly Loꝛd thou haſte 
geuen methe Skie and his faire oꝛnaments, the Summe, the Mone, and the 
Starres, that the dap and nigh feburrh me, geuinge bꝛightneſſe and lyght 
without to he recompenſed ok nie, wherof J peeide to thee graces and thanks. 
Sixtly Loꝛde J knowledge that thou halt made Paradyſe ready ſoꝛ to geue 
me, where J {hall lpue with thee ropes without ende, if J do thy will, and 
kirpe thy commaundementes. and allo J knowledge thy other inlinite god 
nes 9 dap to me denne by thy bountie , the which enligucthme to knowe 
my God.mp Sauiour, and Redæmer, where ſoꝛe J humbly giue thankes to 
ther. By theſe conſiderations Shepherds and ſimple prople contempleth the 
bountie at. God, and the benelites that they reccaue oſ him. Ind knowe we 
him, and be we not in great knowledge ok his benefites in yreldivg thankes 
and pꝛaplings to him , and xecompence of pour goddes in geuing to pwꝛe 
folkes fo2 his lake, foꝛ Ingratitude is a villapne ſinne that muchdiſpleaſcth 
God. The. vii, and che laſte thinge that eche man ought to knowe, that is to 
knowe him ſelfe , oz it is the beſt meane fo2 to come vnto the knowledge of 
God, and foꝛ to mabe hig ſaluat ion, ſo to knowe him ſel fe fyꝛſt. Diuers lolkes 
kuowe many thinges that know not them ſelfe, to whom ſhould pꝛofite moꝛe 
to know theniſelfe, then all things in che woꝛld. They that know the thinges 
of the wozlde laueth them ſketh them, andkeepcth them and knowe not, ne 
loue not,. ne pꝛapſe not ne kepeth not God in like wiſe, foꝛ they know him not 
What p2ofifeth man to woin all the woꝛld, # leeſcth him lelle to be damned?

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Better it were fozhim tolecſe all the wozlde , if it were his, if he knew him 
ſelte to be ſaued. Shepheardes ſay that the needlull beginning okhis ſalua- 
tion is to knowe him ſelle, and contrarywiſe ignozaunce of him ſelfe is the 
beginning ol dampnation, and of all euill that may befall vnto him. 

A queſtion of a maſter Shepheard to a ſimple Shepheard, to wit how he 
kne we him ſelle, and he ſaid. Shepheard tell me how thou knoweſt thy ſclfe 
what art thou, anl were tome 2 And he ſapde, J knowe my felfe,foz Jam a 
Chꝛiſtian man a Shephe ard. Mhat is to be a Shepheard;! Ind be anſwered 
vnto that, thou aſkeſt what man is. J ſap that man is a ſubſtaunce compoſed 
of body and ſoule. The body is moztall and made of earth as beaſtes be, but 
the ſoule is made ol ſpirituall matter as Jungels be immoꝛtall. Mp body is 
come ot abhominable ſinne, and as a ſacke full ofdurte and filth , and meate 
fo: woꝛmes,. m beginning was vyle, my lpfe is paine, laboure, feare, and 
in ſubtection to death. ⁊ my end ſhalbe wo full, but my ſoule is created ot god 
noble and woꝛthely to his owne Image and ſemblaunce after the Jungels, 
the molt fapzcſt and perfite of al creatures by baptiſme and by faith is made

J knowe my ſele man. As to the ſecond, he demaundeth what thinge it is to 
be a Chꝛiſtian man? Janlwere in mine vaderſtandinge, that to be a Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian man, is to be baptiſed o2 Chaiſtencd, and folow Jeſus Chailt ot whome 
we ba ſayd Chꝛiſtians, foꝛ to be baptiled, and not to folowe him oz to folowe 
him and not to be baptiſed, ſauc th not man, and thercfoꝛe when we recepue 
baptiſme,we renounce the deuil and all hispompcs,and we make pzompſe 
ſoꝛ to followe Jeſus Chꝛiſt, when we ſap( we wil be baptiſed.) Ind who that 
kepcth this pꝛomiſe hath the very name of a Chꝛiſtian man. And who that 
kepeth it net, is a ſinner and a Iycr to God, and ſeruaunt to the deuill and is 
on moꝛe Chꝛiſt ian then a dead man, oꝛ a painting on the wall, we ſap that is 
a man. Here demaundeth the maiſter Shephearde in howe many thinges 
the Chꝛiſtian man ought to folowe Jeſus Chaiſt , foꝛ to accompliſhe the pꝛo⸗ 
miſe of Bapttime. The ſimple Shephcard aunſwereth. J ſay in vi. thinges. 
The firſt is clcaneſſe ofconſtence, fo2 there is no thing moꝛe pleaſaunt to 
God then a cleanc conſcience, it will be made cleane in two maners, one is 
bp baytiſme when we receiue it, and the other by pacience, that is contricion 
ot hart. confeſſion of mouth,ſattſiaction of woꝛke, and then when we be cleane 
we be pleaſant to Jeſus Chzift, which with the water of his mercy clenſeth 
the linners that doth penaunce, and maketh them kapꝛe. The ſeconde thing 
in which we ought to followe Jeſu Chꝛiſt, is humility.at the example — 
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Loꝛde of all the woꝛlde, which humbled him to take dur humanttte, and bes 
came moꝛtail that was immoꝛtall,.liue in pouerty with vs, beare oppꝛopꝛies 
paines, and finally ſuffer to be crueified. Thus the Chꝛiſtian man enſuinge 
hym ought to merke him ſelfe. The thirde thinge is to holde and loue trueth, 
and ſpeci ally thꝛee truthes. The fyꝛſte truthe is to knowe our ſcike foꝛ we bee 
mo2talt and ſinnnelull, and who that dyeth iu lin ſhalbe damned, e this truth 
wrth holdeth ſin, and exhoꝛteth the ſinner to do penaunte and amende. The 
ſeconde trueth is ol tempozall goodes, foꝛ they be tranſitoꝛp and muſt be lefte 
and this truth diſpꝛalſeth them to deſire the heauenly gods that be eternall. 
The thirde truthe is ol God, which is the tope that all Chꝛiſttan men ought 
to deſire, and this truth dꝛaweth the Chꝛiſtian man to loue, and induſeth him 
to do good Woꝛkes foꝛ to meryte the topes of Paradyſe .

who that will toue him dught fir to know him, fo: ol his knows 
ledge one cometh to his loue- thut is Charity the Soubraigne ol all vertues 
They knowledge God a loue him that kepe his cõmaundements. a they mil: 
know him that do not lo, to whom in the great neceſſit ie of their diſcealling: 
# at the day or itudgement ſhal miſknow them #ſay to them. J know pe not 
noꝛ wote not what pe be, go yecurſed out of my — we then 
God and loue him, and if we will do thus, know we firſt our felfe, and by the 
knowledge of dur lelfe. we ſhal come to the knowledge a loue of God, and the 
moꝛe that we knowe our ſelfe, the better we ſhall knowe God, if we be igno- 
rant ok our ſelt, we ſhal haue no zo wledge of God. To this purpole we muſt 
note one thing and know. vii The thing that we muſt note is this. l ho that 
knoweth himſetfeknoweth God, and ſhal not be dampned, whoÿ knoweth 
him not knoweth not God. and ſhall not be ſaued -'bnderſtande ofthem that 
hath wit and diſcretion with tawtuil age, of the whych knowledge non is ex 
cuſed alter he hath ſinned deadly foꝛ to lay that he was ignoꝛant. Bp this 
appcreth the ignoꝛante ol him elle, and ol God right perillous. Deadly ſynne 
13 begininge of all euill, and tontrat ily knowledge of God and ol him ſrife is 
C 1ucraigne ſcience and vertue, beginning ok all goodnes. The leuen thinges 
that we ought to haue ben the. xii. articles of the faith, that we ought to be⸗ 
[cue ſtedfaſtly. Allo the petitions contepned in the Pater noſrer, by the which 
we demaunde all things neccſſary koꝛ our health. that we ought to * in 
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him, alſo the commaundements of the lawe.and oftheholp Churche;whiche 
enſignety vs what we ſhould do, and what we ſhould not do and all things 
belonging to the lame. fo it we be in the grace of our Loꝛde oꝛ not Ind 
howe be it that we map not know it certatnelp, neuertheleſſe we may haue 
ſome contectures, whiche be good to knowe, and knoweledege of God. Mo 
knoweledege ol him ſelt, by the which thinges we may tome to the true loue 
and charitie of God, to accomplyſhe his commaundementes and merpte in 
the realme of heauen, wherin we ſhall lyue perdurably. Ok the thꝛee fp2lt is 
pnoughe ſayde, that is to knowe the. xit. attyeles of the layth, in the whiche 
lyeth our fayth and beleete , and the thinges that we ought to demaunde of 
God, be conteyned in the Pater noſter, wherin our hope lyeth. Alſo the tenne 
commaundementes of the la we. and of holye Churche, where as Charitie is 
ſhewed in ſuche as kepe them, by pzobacion ofthe loue of GOD, and do hys 
commaundementes and good woꝛkes. Nowe will we ſpeake of the other. nij. 
And firſte of the vocacion in the whiche we be⸗ whiche is the fourthe thynge 
that eche man ought to knowe. Eche man ought to knowe his vocation; and 
the things belonginge to the ſame be tuſte and honeſt foꝛ his health and reſt 
of his conſcyence. A good Shepeherde ought to knowe the arte of ſhepe kep⸗ 
vnge, amd to gouerne ſhepe, and leade them into paſtures, and to heate them 
when they be ſpke,and ſhere them in ſeaſon, to the entent that thꝛough his 
delaulte no dammage come to his mailter. Jn likewiſe he that laboureth the 
coꝛne to kno we what grounde were god foꝛ euerp maner ol grapne, and 
ought to tyll the earth, and when time is to ſowe, werde, repe, and thꝛeſhe, ſo 
that his maiter may haue no dammage by him , Semblably a Surgion 
ought to knowe howe to comloꝛte and heale ſuch folkes, that he hath charge 
of, without hyding ok his arte oꝛ Surgery . Confequently-a marchaunte 
ought to knowe the btteraunce of his merchandiſe to other with no moe 
fraude then he would hym ſelle ſhoulde haue. Alſo an Aduocate oꝛ a Pꝛoc- 
tour ought to knowe the rightes and cuſtomes of places, that by their faulte 
Juſtice be not peruerted. A Judge alſo oughte to knowe (bothe the par- 
ties heard) who hath right and who hath wꝛong, and indge egally after true 
Juſtice . Allo a ꝛteſte o2 a teligious man oughte to knowe theyꝛ oꝛders 
aud kœpe them, and aboue all things ought to know the lawe ol God and 
teache them vnto the iqnozant.Indthuso all other vocations.Fo2 alt them 
that knowe not their vocation be not woꝛthy to be, and liue in peryll ol their 
ſoules foꝛ theyꝛ ignoꝛaunce. Che kylth that all men ought to knowe is if 
he haue diſere tion and vndetſtanding, to knowe ifhebe in the grace of God 
o2 not. And howe be ittight difficile, 62 God onelp*knoweth it neuerthe⸗ 
I: ſe we may haue coniettures that ſheweth it, and ſufficient foꝛ Sheperdes 
and lay people to know, ifthey be in the loue of the Loꝛd, and if they haue con- 
-tecture to be in it,therfoze there ought none to reput theſelues iuſt, but ought 
to humble them ſelues, and altze him 1 maketh ſinners become — 
Git. an 
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and none other. Pꝛincipallp we ought to know this ſcience when we wil re⸗ 
ceaue the body of Jeſu Chꝛiſt. Foꝛ who that receiueth his grace and god- 
nes receaueth his ſaĩuation, and who that receiueth him otherwile, recea⸗ 
ueth cuerlaſting damnatton, of the which thing euery man is iudge in hym 
elle ofhis owne conſcience, and none other . The contectures whereby we 
may knowe if that we be in the grace of God oꝛ not. The fp2lte coniectute 
is when we do traua il fo2 to clenſe our ,conſctenre of our ſoules by penance 
As much as it we laboured to get ſome great god, that we be not culpable ot 
any deadly ſinnne done, oꝛ in wil to do, noꝛ in any ſentence, then it is god con- 
ſecuring to be in the grace of God . The ſeconde roniecture that ſheweth in 
tpkewple to be tn the grace of God, is when we be moꝛe pꝛompt and ready to 
good, obſeruing and keeping the commaundementes of God, and do al good 
woꝛkes that we ſhoulde haue accuſtomed . The thirde rontenure is when 
we heare gladlp the weozde of God. as ſermons and god counſaplers foꝛ our 
ſaluation. The lourth, when we be ſozp and contrite at our hart to haue com- 
myled and done any ſinne. The fifth is when with god purpoſe and wyl of 
our ſelues we perſeucr to keepe vs from ſinne in time to come. Thele coniec⸗ 
tures be they wherby ſhephards and lap people know if they be in his grace 
oz not. as much as in them is poſſible to knowe . The. vi. thinge that euer 
man ought to know is God, foꝛ all men ought to knowe God , loꝛ to accoms 
pliſhe his will and commaundement by the which he would be loued with al 
thy harte, with all thy ſoule, and with all the foꝛce that we haue, whiche we 
map not do, it we know him not, then who that woulde loue God , ought to 
knowe him, and the moꝛe that thep know him the moꝛe they loue him wher 
foze here alter ſhal be ſaide howe Shephardes and ſimple people doth knowe 
him. Shepherdes and ſimple people foꝛ to haue knowledge of God ol their 
poſſibilitte conſidering the thinges . The firſte is, that they conſider the 
right great ryches of Cod, his puiſſauncehts ſoueraigne dignitie, his ſoue- 
raigne nobleneſſe, his ſoueraigne iope and blłiſſe. The ſetonde is foꝛ they con- 
lider the right noble, ryght great and maruelous operations and wozkes of 
our Loꝛd od. And the thirde conſideration is.foꝛ they conſider the innume⸗ 
pable benefites that they haue receiued of God. c that continually cuerp day 
they recepue ol him, and by theſe conſiderations they come to the tognilante 
and knowledge. Fyꝛſt to know Cod., ſhepherdes and lap people conſidereth 
bis great riches , plenteous abundance of the godnes that he hath,fo2 alt 
the treaſures and riches ol heauen and of the earth be his, foꝛ all godneſſe 
he hath made, ol the which he is fountapne,creatour,and mapſter.and diſtri · 
buteth them largely vnto euery creature, and he hath nonedeofanpother. 
Wherefoze it behoueth to ſap that it is right riche.Secondelphe is right pu⸗ 
iſſaunt, foꝛ by his great putſlaunce he hath made heauen, carth, and the ſea, 
with all thinge s contepning vnto them, and might vndo them. it that it were 
his will, vnto the which puiſſaunce all other be ſubien, and trembleth befoze. 
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[1fm foꝛ his great excellenty. Ind who that woulde conſider cuery woꝛke ot 
God ſhould finde enough to maruail on. By the firſte of theſe conſiderations 
Sod ts knowen to be right rich, by giltes, that he geueth to his frendes, and 
by the ſccond he is knowen right puiſſaunt fo2 to benge him on his enimtes. 
(Thirdly he ts ſourratgnely woꝛthy foꝛ all the thinges ol heauen and of earth 
oweth him honour and reuerence, as to their Creatour and him that made 
them, as we ſe childꝛen honour father and mother of whom they be diſcended 
by a generation, and all thinges be diſcended of God by a creation to whom 
ought to be gluen great reuerence, and he is ſo woꝛthie. Fburthly he is ſoue- 
ratgncly noble. foꝛ who that is ſoueraignelp rich. puiſſaunt, and wozthy , him 
pehoueth to be ſoueraignely noble, but none other but God hath riches, pu⸗ 
iſſaunce, and dignitie, as he hath, wherefoze ol ſuch nobles ought to be ſayde 
that he is right noble. Fifthlp he hath ſoueraigne tope , fo he that is tiche, 
puiſlaunte, wozthie and tight noble, is not without ſoueraigne iope, and this 
iope is full of all godnes, and ought to be our felicitie, to the which we hope 
to come. That is to know and ſee God in his loueraigne iop and gladnes foꝛ 
to haue with him eternall top that euer ſhall dure. Ind this is the firſt conſi⸗ 
deration of God that Sepherdes and other ſimple people ought to haue. Se⸗ 
condly fo2 to know God conſidering his great noblenes # maruclous woꝛks 
the bountte and the beautie of the things that he hath made, loꝛ it is com» 
menly ſaid One may know the woꝛkman by his wozke. Knowledg we then 
the woꝛke of God, # knowledge we that his beautie and bountie ſhineth in 
the operattons that he hath made, which if they be fayze and e od. ð wozkma 
that hath made them muft needes be faire and god without compariſo moꝛe 
then any thing that he hath made. Be it conſidered of the heauens and the 
thinges theteimſet, what noble and maruailous wozke how map one conſi⸗ 
der their excellencie and bounty. Be it conſidered allo as we may of the earth 
the right noble and marueplous wozkes of od the golde, the liluer, and all 
maner ok mettalles, and pzecicus ſtoncs in it, the fruites that it beareth, the 
trees, the beaſtes that it luſtepneth, and ok the be untie that it noꝛiſheth. Be it 
in like wile conlideted ofthe Sea, the riuers, and the fiſh noutiſhed in them. 
The wether the elements, the apꝛe the windes and the Birdes that flyeth 
in them, and all the blage and ſeruice of man. Ind conlider the woꝛtze man 
that ol his puiſſaunte hath all made, and by his lapience hath righte well oꝛ⸗ 
dered his woꝛkes, and gouerneth them by his great bountte, and by this ma- 
ner we may knowe God , as Shepherdes and ſimple folkes in conſidering 
his woꝛkes. Thirdly foꝛ to knowe God, conſider the great benefites that we 
teceyue daylie of hym, which may not be numbꝛed koꝛ their areate multi⸗ 
tude, noꝛ ſpoken of foꝛ their noblenes and dignitie. Al be it in their hartes be 
vi. pꝛincipally noted, foꝛ the whiche aw other Shepherde geuing pꝛayſes 
to God, lapde in this maner . Loꝛde God J knowe that thou haſt endued me 
with thy infinite benefites by thy . bountie.Firſt the bencfite ol my cre⸗

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ation, by the which thou made me a reaſsnable man vnto thy Hnage and ſi- 
militude,geuing me bodte and ſoule,and rapment fo2 to clothe me. Lozde = 
thou haſt geuen me my wittes of nature, vnderſtanding fc2 to goucrue mp 
lyfe. my health my beautie m ſtrength and my ſcience foꝛ to get my lyuinge 
honeſtlp , Jyclde tothe graces and great thankes . Secondly Loꝛde Þ 
knowe the geodnes of my redemptton,how by thy miſericozdious pitie, thou 
bought me dearely by the affection of thy moſt pꝛerious bloude, papnes, and 
toznients,that foꝛ me thou haſt ſuffered, and finally endured death,thou haſt 
geuen me thy body, thy ſoule, and thy life, foz to kœpe me fron damnation, 
wherefoꝛe humbly J peelde to thee graces and great thankes . Thirdelpe 
Lode J knowe the godnes of my vocation,hdw of thy great grace thouhaſt 
ealled me againe, foꝛ to tnherite thy eternall benediction, and alſo thou yaſte 
geuen vnto me fayth and knowledge of thine owne ſclfe,as baptilme, and al 
the other lacraments, that none entendement may compziſe their nobleneſſe, 
and dignitie, and that ſo many times hath pardoned me mp ſinnes . Loꝛde 
Jknowe that this is to me a ſinguler gyft that thou haſt not geuen to them 
which haue no knowledge of the. wherol J am moze beholding and humblp 
bound, I elde thee graces and thankes. Fourthly Loꝛde J knowledge that 
thou haſt geuen me this wozld# the things that be therein made foꝛ my ſer⸗ 
uice and ble, the office, the bencfite , d the dignitie in the which J am, foꝛ ſp: 
I beare pour limilitude and Image which is reputed right wozthp a noble 
wherof humbly J pelde to the graces and thankes. Fifthly Loꝛd thouhafte 
geuen me the Skie and his faire oꝛnaments, the Sunne, the Mone, and the 
Starres, that the day and night lerueth me, geuinge bꝛightneſſe and lyght 
without to be recompenſed ol me, wherok J peelde to the graces and thanks, 
Sixtly Loꝛde J knowledge that thou haſt made Naradyſe ready foz to geue 
me, where J (hall lpue with thee in ioyes without ende, ik J do thy will, and 
keepe thy commaundementes, and alſo J knowledge thy other infinite god 
nes eche dap to me done by thy bountie, the which enligneth me to knowe 
my od, my @autour,andBedeemer, wheretoꝛe J humbly giue thankes to 
ther. By theſe conſiderations Shepherds and ſimple people contempleth the 
bountie of God, and the benefites that they receaue ol hum. And knowe we 
him, and be we not in great knowledge of his benefites in peelding thankes 
and pꝛaplings to him, and retompente of pour goddes in geuing to poꝛe 
fotkes foꝛ his ſake, foꝛ Ingratitude is a villayne ſinne that much dilpleaſeth 
God. The. vii, and the laſte thinge that eche man ought to knowe, that is to 
knowe him ſelle , foz it is the beſt meane foꝛ to come vnto the knowledge of 
God, and foꝛ to make his ſaluat ion, ſo to knowe him ſelfe fyꝛſt. Diucrs folkes 
knowe many thinges that know not them ſelfe, to whom ſhould pꝛofite moꝛe 
to know them ſelle, then all things in the woꝛld. They that know the thinges 
of the woꝛlde loueththem.,ſeketh them, and keepech them and knowe not ne 
loue not, ne pꝛayſe not, ne kepeth not God in like wie, fo2 they know him not 
What p2ofiteth man to win all the wozld , & leeſeth him lelle to be damned⸗ 
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Better it were foꝛ him to leeſe all the woꝛlde , if it were his if he knew him 
lelfe to be ſaued. Shepheardes ſay that the needfull beginning ok his ſalua⸗ 
tion is to knowe him ſelte, and contrarpwiſe ignozaunce of him ſelfe is the 
beginning ofdampnation,and of all eutll that may befall vnto him. | 

queſtion of a maſter Shepheard to a ſimple Shepheard to wit how he 
kne we himſelfe,andhe ſaid. Shepheard tell me how thou knoweſt thy lelfe 
what art thou, anſwere tome: And he ſayde, J knowe my ſclfe.fo2 I am a 
Chꝛiſtian man a Shepheard.What is to be a Shepheard-Ind be anfwered 
vnto that, thou aſkeſt what man is. I ſap that man is a ſubſtaunce compoſed 
ot body and ſoule. The body is moztall and made of earth as beaftes be, but 
the ſoule is made of ſpirituall matter as Jungels be immoꝛtall. Mp body is 
come of abhominable linne, and as a ſacke full ofdurte and filth, and meate 
fo2 woꝛmes. my beginning was vple ,mp lyte is paine , laboure,feare,and 
in ſubiection to death. my end ſhalbe wofull,but my ſoule is created ot god 
noble and wozthely to his owne Image and ſemblaunce after the Atingels, 
the moſt fayꝛeſt and perkite of al creatures, by baptiſme' and by faith is made 
his daughter his ſpouſe, her heite of his realme, that is Paradiſe and fo2 her 
nobleneſſe and dignitie ought to be a Lady, and my body as ſeruant ought to 
obey her, foꝛ reaſon hath ozdepned and wtll that it be ſo: and who that dooth 
other wiſe, and pꝛeferreth his body befoꝛe his ſoule, leſeth the vlage of reaſon: 
and maketi him ſelfe lemblable vnto beaſtes, diſcending from noble dignt⸗ 
tte into mylerable ſeruitude oł ſenſuality, by the which tt is gouerned ſo that 
I knowe mp lelte man. As to the ſecond, he demaundeth vohat thinge it is to 
be a Chꝛiſtian man? J anlwere in mine vaderſtandinge, that to be a Chzt- 
ſtian man, is to be baptiſed oꝛ Chaiſtened, and folow Jeſvs Chꝛiſt of whome 
we bo ſapd Chziſtians,foz to be baptiſed, and not to folowe him oz to folowe 
him and not to be baptiſed,ſaueth not man, and theretoze when we recepue 
baptiſme, we renounce the deuil and all his pompes, and we make pꝛompfe 
fo: to followe Jeſus Chꝛiſt, when we ſap( we wil be bapttſed.) Ind who chat 
kepeth this pꝛomiſe hath the very name of a Chꝛiſtian man. And who that 
kepeth it not, is a ſinner and a lpet to God, and ſeruaunt to the deuill. and is 
on moꝛe Chꝛiſt tan then a dead man, oꝛ a painting on the wall, we ſap that is 
a man. Here demaundeth the maiſter Shephearde in howe many thinges 
the Ch2iſttan man ought to kolowe Jeſus Chaiſt , fo to accompliſhe the pꝛo⸗ 
miſe of Baptilme. The {imple Shepheard aunſwereth,. Ia in vi. thinges. 
The firſt is cleaneſſe of conſience, foꝛ there is no thing moꝛe pleaſaunt to 
God then a cleane conſcience, c it will be made cleane in two maners, one is 
by baptiſme when we recciue it and the other by pgeienee, that is contricion 
ok hart, conleſſion ot mouth, lat iſcaction ot woꝛke, and then when we be cleane 
we be pleaſant to Jeſus Chziſt, which with the water ol his mercy clenleth

Upon the earth is the water nz the lea, but it couereth 
not all the earth, to thende that men and beaſtes map lpue therein. the parte 
that is bncouered, is called the face of the earth; fo2 it is as the faceofman al- 
waies bncouered and the parte that is courred with water is as the body of 
man that ig clothed & hidde. On the water is the ayzethat encloſeth the earth 
and the water, and is deuided in thzee regions; one is la we where as enhabt- 
teth beaſtes & byꝛdes, an other meaue whereas here the cloudes, the which 
make the impꝛeſſtons as lightninges, thunders, and othet,z is alway? cvlde 
the thirde is the hyeſte, where as is neither winde ne raͤpne noꝛ tempeſt, noz 
other impꝛeſſion, t there be ſome moůtaines that atteineth vnto ſt;as is olim 
pus that recheth the hpeſt region ofthe apꝛe and the element ok fire mounteth 
vnto the lkie, and the elementes ſuftegneth the ſkies as the pyllers oꝛ beames 
ſuſteynech a houſe. Of ſuch mountatnes ts one in Ackryke named Athlas. 
After that is the element of fyꝛe, that is nepther flame ne coles, but is pure & 
inutlible, foꝛ the great bꝛyghtnes, foꝛ ot ſo much as the water is moze clere & 
lyght then the earth, the apze,moze clere # light then the water, of ſo much 
the fyze is moze clere, lyght andfapzer then the ayꝛe, and the ſkies in equipo⸗ 


lent bin clearer lighter & fayzer then the lyꝛe. the which turneth with the mo⸗ 
uinges of the heauens and next region of the apꝛe alſo, in the which is en- 


gendꝛed comets that bin called ſtarres foꝛ that thep bin ſhintnge and moueth 
as the ſtarres. After the ſayinge of ſome ſheephardes the lyꝛe ts inuyſible foz 
his ſubtilty and not foz his clerenes ; foꝛ as much as a thing is moze clere ot 
ſo much it is the moꝛe bpſible,fo2 we ſee the ſkies wel, but not the fpze,foz it is 
ouer much moꝛe ſubtyll then the ayꝛe that is tnuinſible,foz the ſame cauſe, the 
carth,and the water bin thicke, and therefoze they beene vilible. The ſkies bin

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nepther p2operly heaup ne lpght,harde ne ſoft,clere ne darke , hotte ne colde 
ſweet ne ſoure,coloure ne ſow2e, ne ſuch other qualities, ſaue that the bin hot 
in vertue,to2 they map cauſe heate here benethe by theyꝛ lightes , moouinges 
and influences, æ bin impꝛoperly harde, koꝛ they map not bee deuyded ne bzo- 
ken. Ind alſo they bin impꝛoperly colours of lyghte in ſome parties, and bene 
thicke, as bin the parties of the ſtarres. In the which there map no ſtarre ne 
other partie be aduſted and put to, noꝛ none map be dempnilhed ne taken, a⸗ 
wap, and they map neyther encreaſe ne waxe leſſe, oꝛ bee of other fpgure then 
rounde ne they may not chaunge, empapꝛe ne ware olde, ne be coꝛrumped, ne 
altered, but in light onelp, as in tyme ol the Eclyps of the ſunne and moone, ne 
they may not reſt and ſtande ſtill, ne tourne any other wile, later ne ſooner, in 
parte ne in all, ne behaue them otherwiſe, then after there common courle, 
but by miracle diuine, and therefoze the ſtars andſkies bin of another nature 
then the elementes and the thinges of them compoſed, the which beene tranl⸗ 
mutable and coꝛruptable. The elementes and all thinges of them compoſed 
bin encloled within the fyꝛſt ſkte , as the polke of an egge is cncloſed within 
the white, and the kyꝛſt ſkie is endoſed ofthe ſeconde , and the leconde in the 
thyꝛde, and the thyꝛde in the fourth,+ſo ofthe other. The firſt ſky next the e- 
lementes is the ſkie of the mone, next is the ſkie of Mercury. Ind next is the 
ſtkie ol Uenus, then is the ſkie or the ſunne, then it is of Mars, then that ok Ju⸗ 
piter and after it of Saturne. Ind thus beene the ſkyes of the planettes after 
their oꝛder. The eight ſkte is dt ſtarres ſpxed, and vin called ſd foꝛ that they 
moue moꝛe regulerly and after one guile then the planettes do. Then aboue 
that is the fyꝛſte mobyle, in the which nothinge appeareth that Shepheards 
map lee. Some Shepardes ſay that aboue this ix. ſkyes is one immoble, fox 
it tourneth not, and aboue that is one of Chꝛiſtall, ouer the which is the ſkie 
imperpal. in the which is the thzoneof God, ofthe which lkie Sheepheardes 
ought not to ſpeake, but onely of the lyꝛſt mobple ;- and that it contepneth all 
together called the wozld.CDf one thinge they marueyle much, that is howe 
God hath diſtributed the ſtarres, that he hath put none in the nynth lie and 
hath put ſo manp in the eight ſkie, that they may not be numbꝛed, and in eche 
of the other vii, but one onely, in callinge the ſunne and the moone ſtarres, as 


appearcth in the lygure hereafter. 


Here alter the great mapſter ſhepharde ſheweth moꝛe plainely of the iiti.e· 
lementes, # of the ſimplitude ofthe earth, and how that euery planet is one 
aboue another, and telleth which of them bee maſculine,as theſe fpue . Sa- 
turne,Jupiter, Mars, Sol and Mercury. Andof two femenpne,as Venus 
and Luna: and which of them, is noꝛthly and louthly: and which bene Ozien⸗ 
tallo2 Occpdentall.

Oꝛient into Occident aboue the earth, and from Dceident 
in the Oꝛient vnder it. that is called the diurnall moouynge, that is to ſape, 
that it maketh from dape, to dape, xxiiit. houres by the which mqupnge the 
ir.ſkye that is the fyꝛſte mobyle, dꝛa weth after and maketh the dther ſkies 
to tourne that byn vnder it. The othet moupuge is ofthe vii. planettes, and 
is from Occident to Oꝛient aboue the earth; and from Oꝛient into the Occi⸗ 
dent vnder it, and is contrary to the kyꝛſt, and byn the two mouynges that 
Shephardes 
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Shepardes knowledgeth,and how wel that they byn oppolits, yet mou? they 
continually and beene poſſible as it is ſhewed by example. If a ſhip on the ſea 
came from Oꝛient into Occident, and that he ol his owncnmoupng wet in the 
ſhippe ſoftly towarde Oꝛie nt, this man ſhould moue a douhle mouing wher⸗ 
ofone ſhould be ol the ſhip. and othimlelfe together, and the other ſhould bo 
ofhis owe mouinge that he maketh ſoftely to warde Oꝛient.Seniblabip the 
planettes bin tranſpozted with theyꝛ ſkte from Dztent intd Oecident by the 
dyurnall mouing ofthe fyꝛſt mobile , but later and other wile then the kyxed 
ſtarres by that that eche planette hath his pꝛoper mooutfge. contrary ty the 
mouing of the ſtarres, foꝛ the moone maketh a courſe lefle in a monthe about 
the earth then a ſtarre fyxed,and the ſunne a courte teſle ina pere, ⁊ the other 
planetes in certaine time eche after the quantitie ofhis mouyng.

theyꝛ ouer great coldneſfe;fo2 they ben to fare from the ſunne. The thyꝛd that 
is in the middle is to nere vnder the wap of the ſunne.and is inhab table to2 
the great heate. The other two partes, the ſeconde and the lourth be not to 
nere ne to larre (rd the ſun, but be mode rate in hrate and clode, and thereloꝛe 
they ben habitable if there be none other letting, and pole that it he true, yet 
it is not poſſible to paſſe ouerthwart the region vnder the wap of the ſunne 
called zone, turned to go fro the ſecõd to the ſourth.
